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Kcefer v. Todd (in Iteplevin.) 



23rtl October, 18iu.

This OUHO comes boforo uio on two Hppli- 
oationa — ono Ijy tho pluiutiii", on a inotiou 
to coniDiit tljo Jefeudaiil for forcibly taking 
uway goods ot tho plidutitl' in defianoe of a 
writ of replevin; tho other, by the defend- 
ant, to set nside tho writ and all piooeed- 
iuga thereon, uuder the foUowiug ciroum- 
Btances: 

On the 28th Augiist Mr. Todd, who holds 
a cominisBion under the Canada Police 
Acts. 18G8 c. 73 and J879o. 37, and also a 

couiiuisHiou under the Peace Preservation 
Acts, ISIS'J c. '21 and 1870 o. '28, received iu- 
formutiuu from three credible, witnesses 
iigaiuHt the jjlaiutiir Keefer, on which be 
isaued 11 search warrant to Arch, ilaedonald 
to seize the goods in tiuestion, being 
alcoholic Ii(iuors alleged to be within tlae 
prohibition of tho Peace I'reservatiou Acts. 
On tho l'2th September while the goods 
wore thus in the custody of Macdonuld, 
• th9 plaintiff Keefer procured a writ of re- 
ploviil to bo issued out of this court, 
whoroby the sherift' was coiinuanded in the 
statutory form without delay to cause to bo 
replevied to Hugh Keefer the goods (enum- 
erating them) alleged to bo of the value of 
§3,211.71. And on the same l'2th Sept. an 
action was commenced in this court by 
Keefer against Todd, claiming $l),'2 11.71, 
aud $'2,()Ul) for unlawful taking. By the 
atildftvitB of the plHiiititt's solicitor aud of 
the constable in charge, .\rch. JlucdonaUl, 
it would appear that no attempt has ever 
been made by the sheritl' to comply with tho 
exigQUcy of the writ. The plaintiff's .soli- 
citor it, is true deposes that on tho Hth Oct. 
he was told by the sherill's deputy "that 
he had not delivered the said goods to the 
])laiiitiff on account of objections to his so 
doing taken by Mr. Todd, bUt that he had 
takeu and kept possession of the Uquors 
until tho 5th Ootober, when thoy wore for- 
cibly taken from his custody undor the 
direction of Mr. Todd," which is the cou- 
torqpt complained of. l$ut this is very far 
short of replevying or attempting to re- 
plevy. Aud the statonicut is mere hearsay; 
the solicitor does not oveu say that he be- 
lieves the statoniout; and the constable 
Macdouald states on oath a very dift'erout 
Story, viz., that ho seized the goods on tho 
29th August and coutiBued in possession 
till the 5th Ootober uninterraptedly, except 
that on the 2oth Sept. the Hherifi"8 deputy 
violently entered the building ia which the 
goods were kept and made an inventory of 
them, and thou retired witiiout having 
taken possession or removed any of them; 
aud that the liquors were on the 5th Oct. 
removed by order of Mr. Todd and in cus- 
tody of his offlccrs to Eagle Pass, where 
thoy still remain, not interfered with. This 
afhdavit was made on the 10th October, 
and it has not been answertd, aud it is in 
fact the only evidence I have before nio 
(other Uian hearsay) of ths facts connected 
withlE'e custody of the liquors since the 
Boizura od the 29th August. 

Mr. Todd has in the menutime, ou tho 
29th. Sept., condemned tho liquors undor 
the Peace Preservatuin j\ct and ordered 
thuiu lo bo destroyed , but this \ait direction 
hBB"iot yet been carried out, ' 
' The qiiostion is, whether the removal of 
th(i Bth October is a euuteinpl by Mr. Todd 
of the writ of replevin. The writ is a com- 
mand by Her Majosly, witnessed by a 
jndgo of this court, coiniunndiug the shorifl" 
tp cVo a ceirtain thing. /\.iiy wilful otjiitruc- 
|.iqi( of a material sqrt by any I'^erso^-j hav- 
jpg k(^Q\yleclge pf the writ, to prevent tho 
ahorij ffom oseputiny tl^at cqmmand, is 
pvidetitly a contempt qf tho writ. It is 
■ffell si^id in Itussell v. East Anglia ll'y Co. 
(20 'ij. J. Qh. •2i)8) that the court will not 
BUfl'er.ita order to be jmpugwed merely by 
dlsobedieuco, There is no order of this 
ODUrt which is not subject to review some- 
where, and if improper, it will be set aside 
or rectified, but until not auida an order 
may not be forcibly disobeyed. Aud tho 
same' 'la true a fortiori of a writ. If Mr. 
Todd, therefore with knowledge of the 
writ, ob.structed the sheritl" in tho execution 
of it, he is guilty of a contempt. He does 
not deny knowledge of the existence and 
purport of the writ on tho utli October. 
Jiqf flji} ho obstn.H't the replevy V do 
ftjiy act' to prevent: iho ceple'i'.y t itoplevin, 
ffrepjegiare/' isj'Jieliued Ijy 'Coko in Uis lir.^t 
ij'ijsf. (l-J-'l ll aiul 1(11 0) as "a rodejivory on

of J[r. Todd's objoctians. It is i)o eun- 
t(jm})t of i(U qnler oy of f( writ (o point out 
Objootioij!) ayainst itsj exocution. "Con- 



fpi^pt.of Ooi}rt, " on whicl) a uniu is to be 
jiDpriQ'09e4, miist J thiiik, coijsist in some 
physipijl aot Ql' iiegloot, or i\t least some 
throat, whereby tho order or the writ is 
frustrated. The sherilfs i|epi)ty on tljo 5th 
(lotobor perhaps thought he was keeping 
posijOSHipil, perhaps iutenije'l to ret'iiil pos- 
BWBsiou of these goods, wl^cb the wi!, how= 
oyer, did not direct or authorize him to lio; 
hut it aeoias pJcfU's Uii had no iutontiuii of 
imniodiately redelivcrin;^ them to the plain- 
tilV, which was what '.he writ did cumuiaud 
hiro to do. A nmn nauuot renlly couiplain 
of being prevented from dtnug that which 
he has uo intention of doing. The plain- 
tiff's application for tho oommitmerit of Mr. 
Tudd for this alleged obstrnotioa wholly 
fftil.", and must bo dismissed with costs. 

T1)0 counter application, lo set aside the 
^rit, is inofo ilillicult to deal with. Tho 
j'|rouif.i|s on -which thU vr'as fiskc-d were: 1st, 
n-regularity iii the issuing cf tjio vri'i 'Ji'i'i

aside a writ uotwithatandinf; such previous 
sanction if on further information it seems 
improperj— In- British Columbia, without 
tbes^ safeguards,, the writ appears to issuo 
as .ofjicourse. (as it would in Ontario in 1859), 
and the sheriff, where the Act applies, 
must seize and deliver tho goods to the 
claimant at once, iuoroly taking money 
securitj- for their replacement. So that a 
criminal seized with property in his posses- 
sion, the production of which befoi'o a jury 
might be essentia] to his conviction, would, 
it might bo argued, have a right by this 
method to regain possession of the ovidenco 
of his guilt, with a full opportunity of de- 
stroying it before his trial or examination. 
That perhaps woidd be an extreme oaso; 
but the present case, though perhaps less 
glaring, may bo deemed as mischievous in 
its degree. For the poUcy of the Feaco 
Preservation Act being that alcoholic 
liquors introduced for sale should be de- 
stroyed, this method of replevin would 
enable the illicit denier to entirely el- 
ude the Act. Ho would thereby reipiire 
tho sole custody of the liquor, pending the 
result of the action (his own action, which 
he might conduct as languidly or energeti- 
cally as he pleased) with tho power there- 
fore of selling it by retail, in deliance of 
the law, and at a price far exceeding tho 
double value provided for by his bond. In 
this present writ tho liijuors are valued at 
$'2.50 per gallon, and security is thendorj 
given to the sherift' at tho rate of 5*0, (lo ju r 
gallon. Probably that was all that it cost. 
Itut in a recent action before me in tho 
same district for damages fur li(iuors mis- 
laid and lost, uo witness spoke of a less 
value than i>lu per gallon, in bulk. Tho 
plaintill' could well ulVord at any siTch price 
to forfeit his bonds and make a prolit by 
defying the law. 

The objection to tho writ on the ground 
of irregularity was merely that the pro- 
liuiinary alhdavit on which tho writ issues 
is by the 13. C. Statutes (h. 1) to bo made 
by '-the claimant, his servant or agent," 
aud that it docs not appear what character 
is occupied by Mr. Maofarland, who makes 
tho affidavit. This, however, tho Statute 
does not reiiuiro to be niontioued iu the 
affidavit itself, Tho agenny may, I think, 
bo proved at any time. And the term 
"agent" is so general that it might jiro- 
bably bo held to include any person em- 
ployed or instructed by the chiinnint to 
nutke the affidavit. I do not feel at liberty 
to set aside tho writ on this ground, it not 
being denied that Maufurland was in fact 
tho clainniut's agent for this pur[)oso. As 
to tho other jtUeged irregiUarity, vi/., in re- 
spect of the" security to the sherill', that is 
not a preliminary to tho issuing of the w-rit, 
but to the sherifl's making replevin; and it 
is uuimportaut to inquire concerning it. 

The main g.^and ou which it was sought 
io set oaide tho writ, was because it could 
not legally be executed, aud must remain a 
more dead letter, for that the li(iuors w-ero 
ou tho 12th Sept. already seized under the 
warrant of a Court of Kecord and therefore 
exempt from replevin. This contention 
opened a very wide held. First it was 
alleged that the seiz ue and condemnation 
being under the I'eace Preservation Act, 
1800, s. 17, indicates the tribunial; the case 
must be heard and determined, («. 17) by a 
commissioner or else by a Justice of tho 
Peace. That Mr. Todd did not either on 
tho 28th August or on any subsequent date 
hold any commission as J. 1'. within the 
Province; which is admittedly true; that 
by tho intorpretation clauses '21, tho word 
" commissioner " means "a commissioner 
under this Act," and not another; that 
there is uo power reserved in the .Vet to any 
person to appoint any eommissiorier, por 
any method pr(;bTrtbc'd Ijy which the ap- 
poiutnieiit is to bo made; and that Mr, 
Todd'tf appoiutuieut ,is a ciunmiHsioner 
under tho Pence Preservation Aot is ihere- 
foro a uuUitj'. 

Now, as to this point, I should feel in- 
clined to adopt the plaintUV's view. The 
defeiadant'.B arxuniem y{i\H, that siuoe the 
Statute evii]ently suppot,es a oommiBsioner, 
but dowis not designate any appointing 
autl^ority, nor any method of i',ppqintmont, 
therefore it mqst be the Qoyernor General 
who is to appp.jut, a,uO,. the metliod mtist be 
by comniissipn under his haqd and tho 
Grout Seal, — th(\t fts tlio Statqt? is silent on 
the subject, he niay appoint any person h(^ 
pleases, without auy qualilleation as to 
profession, residence, Ac, and may appoint 
what salary he pleases. Evidently, either 
this Statute (the Peace Preservation Statute, 
18U9) is quite dcfeotivo and incomplete in 
this respect, or else the (Janada Police .Vet, 
18G8, contains a good deal ot supertluous 
matter, which is altered and augmented 
with eqiudly supertluous care iu the Police 
Amendment Act, 1.471); both which Acts 
contain anxious provisions authorizinc tb,o 
appoiutnieijt cf CQU'imisDiouor.-i of police. 
It o.eooi(|C.s, ho\yovor,''(iiiitd 'unnecessary to 
consider this point, inusiqu'^h -Mr- 'I'oild 
ia urnietl with a ooiiuiiissioii luider these 
last moritioiiod ,\cts, which tuuhjiibtcdly 
and evpressly authoriiio this last mentioned 
commission nqd deljne the jioweru of the 
commissioner. Ho is "for the purpose of 
carryinc- out tho criminal laws and other 
laws of tl'o Dominion only," to have (Cau. 
Pol. Au'.eud. Act, 187'.), c. ;^7, s. '2i "all the 
powers and authority, 'rights and "rivile^iieB 
by lr,v, appoctaiiiiiig to .histices of the 
Pence genei-ally, . .' . luid to Police Matjis- 
trates of cities, . , , :nid Stipi iidlnry MnglSr 
trtjtoH jn tho Pfoviiice.'- Thul is to say, 
he js to hfivo. for the pqrpose of curryiiiy 
out any law of Catiadri giily, all the iiowors 
qf n .[uiftioo of tljO Pence. The" Peace 
Preservation Act is u law of Canada only, 
and its ])rovisioiis may (s. 18, P. P. Act, 
ISt')!)) bp carried out by i\ Justice of thy 
Peace. It follows necessarily (hat they 
npiy ho cnrriecl out by i\ commiaslouor 
tntder the Qanada Police ^cta, \. a,, hy Mr. 
Todd. 

This oonolusiou, however, was then dis- 
jiuted by the plaiiitifVan still w-ider grounds, 
He impeachetl the consititutionality of all 
thcHo Auts of the Dominion Parliament as 
being iu direct coullict with tho B. N. A. 
Act, 1807, and therefore extra vires and void , 
The portions' bf the <B. N. A, Aot which 
were relied on were -certain sub-sections of 
B. 92 of the B. N. A. Act. That section 
reserves exclusively to the Provincial 
Legislature " tho power to make laws iu 
relation to matters coining withii) tl^o 
i)asrtCi) pe^t horo'ii'iaftor orjuu'iorat'oil',''viz. . . 
('Bub:.'iec'tio'n -1) '| Thti ' e'stiilulishmopt and 
(euuro of ]^rpvtnciai otlicos i\m] tho appoint, 
meut afjd payment qf Provincial oilicora." 
, , . (sub-section ()) " Shop, siiloon, tavern 
aud other liqonsos, in order to tho ralsiug 
a revenue for Provincial, Local or Muni- 
cipal pnrposes, " . . . (sub-section l-t) "The 
Administration oL J.»Btioe,in,tho -rroyinoe, 
ihcludin^ the' •(«)fiBHtitioh, --inainte1aanoo 
and organization of P,rovincial Cdiirta both 
flfpini aj^^ primin^^ iutiflqijitioi^' ;dnci'^iii 
cludiiig prooodul-Q in civil matters in those 
courtli."-' Mr. l>.ivie argued, what "can 
scarcely Ijo disputed, that by siiclj |egisla'r 
tion as that o' the |'e(tcg |{FPsevyi^tioi^ -f^oi^i 
the power' of the ppvinjje tq^aijie ft r^yf i^i^a 
fb'r provincial or ' Igcal^' •purp^sW is yery 



largely and directly interfered with; so' that 
sub-Boctiou 9 would bo thereby almost re- 
duced to a dead letter over half the pro- 
vince. He further argued that the func- 
tions of Mr. Todd being conlined to a 
particular district sitjiated wholly within 
the province demonstrate tliiit his i-^ u pro- 
vincial jurisdiction. That every officer 
whose jurisdiction is limited geographical I v 
within the province is a provincial ollicer; 
and he cited with emphasis and approval 
the dictum of a very learned judge to the 
oiyeot that but for the express words of s. 
9G of the B. N. A, Act, the province would 
have the nomination of all judicial ofhccrs, 
including the Judges of the Superior and 
County Courts. Aud that tho exception .11 
that section (s. tiO) was very stroug to prove 
tho rule to he as laid down in sub-section 
1-1, whereby tho Administration of Justice 
iu the ])roviuoe, and the constitution, itc, 
of Provincial Courts, is unreservedly given 
to tho province exclusively. Aud his cou- 
clusiou was, that tho provisions of the 
Peace Preservation Act were extra vires aud 
bad, at least Bo.far as it affected the pro- 
vincial power of granting liquor licenses 
(lor a Statute, like an award, may be good 
in part and bad in part,) and that, however 
that might be held, all the proceedings be- 
fore Mr. Todd were merely void, as Ixjiiig 
i:tii\iin ^voii judicc; he was not a duly ap- 
pointed jadg<! ; the Dominion has no power 
to appoint u provi»ciul judge at all. 

1 shall not repeat my observations in the 
I'll rasher case ou tho meuuiug of the term 
"Provincial." I shall merely point out 
that it may have a poUtiea], aa well as a 
geographical meaning; that the former, not 
tho latter, i-i its true meaning in sab-sectiuu 
I t; and section 130 of the B. N. A. Act de- 
clares that: . . . "all officers of tho aovernl 
provinces having duties to discharge in re- 
lation to matters other than thoso by this 
.Vet lissiyned osclusively to the Legislatures 
of the inoviiices shallbo ollicor.s of Canada.'' 
It would have beoii perhaps loss liable tq 
criticism to say "all officers having dutioii 
to discharge iu tho several provinces, other 
than &6., shall be oflicors of Canada;" 
rather than, as the setion 1r printed, ''all 
such officers of the province shall be officers 
ot Canada," But the very awkwurdttesa of 
the phraso, if It be awkward, shows more 
forcibly tho intention, that all ofliccrs 
within the doscrijition in s. PiO, though 
olUeerij of tho province In one (i. n., the 
geographical) souse, are not provincial offi- 
cers within the meaning of sub-sootion ■!; 
and so I conceive, the courts held by thoin 
are not provincial courts within sub-section 
M. At nil events, which is all I have now 
to decide, I am quite clear that those sub- 
sectious do not include or refer to ofBcors 
who hold ofUco under purely Dominion 
laws, and exert a jurisdiction under Acts of 
the Parliament of Canada over matters 
which are exclusively placed under the con- 
trol of tho Dominion Legislature; and that 
Mr. Todd is not a provincial ollicer, nor his 
court a provincial court, within tho sub- 
sections relied ou by Mr. Davio. 

Tho validity of the Peace Presorvation 
.Vet (and incidentally of tho Canada Police 
Act) ou constitutional grounds, as affected 
by the B. N, A. Act 1807, was muoli 
debated before mo, aud the arguments now 
prodticod wore taken, iu the cases of Rodd 
and McGillis, which came before mo on 
appeal, during the recent circuit iu the 
Kootenay district; McGillia's case having 
boon twico adjourned. Ou tho last occtp 
sion I was requested to abstain from giving 
a defluite decision (which could not be siib- 
jeet to appeal) iu order to have t\ ^^irt\ 
argument in Victoria, '^a llpri^ "HrgHmont 
ho\YeYer hi^^ ^ P*^"'' ^oaii had, and oouae- 
([Uoatly uo decision has been given in Mo- 
Gillis's case. Uut baviug now to state my 
conclusion on these points, I am boiind to 
decide wholly in favor of the validity of 
both Acts, for reasons not necessary now 
bo stated at large, as they vfure Riven, 
though nrovisjqquHy only, 'oh tho 'ailjouru- 
meiit of ilcGiliis's case. I may, howover, 
state shortly that the impigners o( tl\ese 
Acts sootq not to have dqly cousidercd the 
force of certain other Heetions of the I^. >(. 
.•V. Act than those above c^uoted. The Act 
of course \8 tp bo eonstrup^ as a whqle ; 
nor do I see &^ difjlculty ivt so iloing, one 
clause being ta^eu not na a contradiction of 
but ns an exception to another, Tho two 
clauses I partioularly refer to aro a. 101, 
aud tho exceptions (a) and (c) in 8. 92, 
sub-seotiou 10. Section 92 enumerating 
tho matters exclusively within the cogniz- 
anoo of tho Provincial Legislature, includes 
by sub-section 10, "local works and undor- 
takiugs other tlcan such as are of tho fol- 
lowing classes, viz., (a) lines of . . . rail- 
ways , . . and other works and undet'- 
takings connecting tho province ly^^ o\he\ 
or others of tliG priiyiijices 't^ud' (c) such 
worlftl feia aUijough wlio^ly within tbg pro- 
vince are before or ftftor thpir oj(eoutiou' tlo- 
olarcd by the Parliaiqent qf Ci\na(]a to he 
for tho genera( adyantago of (}anaila or for 
the ndyaiitaQo of twq or rauvo ot tho pro- 
viiuH'.H." Aud B. 101 deolarfs that "The 
I'arlianientof Canada may, notwithstanding 
anything iu this Act, from time to time 
provide for the construction, niaintenauce 
aud organization of a general cOurt yf ap- 
peal for Canada, and fo^' f^p eiji^blishmont 
of aUv P|(|dil^qno-l cqi^rts foir the butter nd' 
minisuation of the laws of Cunndiv," 

In my'opiuiqu. tlio 0. P, K, js a public 
vvofk wUhiu tho meaning of s. (12, suh-aee- 
tion 10 (a); thevefore, though geogiaphically 
of {louriio situnto iu many provinces, not 
pliiceil by tho P. N. A Act under tho ex- 
clusive legislation of any province in auy 
part of its extent: therefore by (s. 1)1) placed 
for its whole extent ^nd^>«' tho exchisivo 
legislation ol the Dominion Parliament. 
The Peace IPfeaervation Aots are in my 
opinion laws of Oauatla in relation to this 
public work and confined to it; and I in- 
clude in the term "work" not uioroly the 
railway track, but all such works, ap- 
pvoaehes, erections and clearings as are 
necessary for laying out, consti noting aud 
maintaining the railway proper. Section 
101 therefore expressly empowers thr Do- 
minion Parliament to pass a law couooru- 
ing such a work, aud, if it thinks fit, to 
establish additional courts for the better 
administration of that law. Aud Mr. Todd 
is a duly appointed officer of Canada, to 
whom authority is givfen ' to enforqo iiuij 
admiilister all ]^awb of the I\bminio'h qnly, 
aiid'tU'iJtifoTo'to, onfo(;co this laTV. 

Mr. Todd'a court being, tlion, in my 
opinion, q leg^l coqrt, the defendent fur- 
ther) maintaiui that it ii a ooiirt of record, 
and that aa the provisions of the Replovin 
Aot, 1883, are by •ectionl! declared "not 
to authorize the roplevyingof or taking out 
of the custody of any sheritf or other offi- 
cer any porional property seizad by ^im 
undor any process isiije^ o"^t of ^ny c^our't 
of ^;pcoi:d ^or B.r(^ia\iyoi^nibia,'.'tl?e sheriff, 
tliere(ore, cannot replevy tho goods, 
although" by i^ection -8 it ja enacted 
that ho "ahfjH not JQrYo'a qopj of t\\9 
y/ril lentil ho Iiavq rapleviBcl tl^e whole," 
OF ao mi;ch m ha ^n'4a ip hia bRiliwiok. 
That the ^otionfannot proceed, evidently, 
qntU.tHe delendeat be served .with the 



' writ, and yet that it ia not lawful to 
serve it; and by reason of this deadlock; 
tho defendant asks that the writ and nil 
proceedinijs thereon bo sot aside. 

Now, desliiij^ with these points in suc- 
cession, I h.ive very little doubt but ihat 
Mr, Todd, aittiii;^ to porform auy judiciil 
buBiiiess by virtue of llis Caiuula pidiue 
coniinipsion, Utroa constitute a court of 
record. He is to have all the pnwerit aud 
authorities of a Justice of the pe:ico, or of 
a Btipondiary magistrate. Such justices,

It might be 
olhenvi.-,e if tliey were merely acting min- 
isturiully, Hiid in a matter on which thoy 
had nut power t<i luljiidicHte liii.-illy. l ut 
apnrt from I ii cLitiiri a .d aullioiily as all 
ordinary jusiicu of ihe peace, the Canada 
Police Act, 18tf8, section 5, enacts that 
"every tuo't u<>uiuiiBsii'ner"ahall keepmin- 
uteS"f "every priceediiig had by and be- 
fore him." What ii thi.-', b'li to ennot that 
he is to Iti'i'pa rL'CorJ of a 1 prooesdiii^a in 
bis court I And it is overywhuro said 
th«t a record (nut being a mere private 
memorandum, but a lecord) which it ia 
the boundeii duly of any court to keep, 
proves by the, mere i)r('diiotioii of it that 
the court whoso toc'ird it is, ie a lurt ef 
record, And Mr. Tudd's jurind ictioii is 
by li.s c onminsii':!, the act of his creation, 
CO uxteiiaivo wiih the province. Ili.i 
court ia, lluref'iro, in tho words of the 
statute, "a court of record for Britiih 
Columbia." 'i ho goods «eizftd under his 
wnrniiit are "seized under the "process 
of a cuurt of record for British Columbia;"

replovieii, 

What then is tn be done with the writ? 
In tho case cited by Mr. Richards (Scott 
V. McCrea, 3 U. U. I'r. lli,,^ tho court set 
aside the writ; but they did ao, expressly 
acting on the authority given lo thorn to 
that effect by 3. 9 of tho anioudiiig net, 
(Ontario ISGO, c. 45) uhieh has not btion 
introduced hero. The present action, 
perhaps, may proceed and the plaintiff 
reco . . appropriate daraAi;eA wUhout 
serving the writ of replovin, as it might 
without any actual replevin or reduction 
or redelivery of tho ijoeds. Parke U. in 
Jones V. Johnson (5 excli. (W. H„& G.) 
p. 875) say. 1, "Replovin lie* in ail cusis 
against the party by whoso ordsrs i{ooda 
have bean improperly taken." But I tjiva 
no npinion now upon that. Neither do I 
give any opinion as to the etl'ect which the 
conviction of tho L'iltli yoptember may 
have on tho rights of tho plHintifT. All 
points connected with tlie action itself, iu 
which, if successful, tho plaintill' will re- 
cover either tho goods or their value as 
well as damages ■uUiu, cau be best deter- 
mined in tho oour.'»o of the action itself, 
and after the parties havo put in their 
pleadings. At preaoiit 1 refuse tho do- 
fendant'a application. As to coats: ^tf it 
ultimately appear that the ul^iiitiil' be in 
Iho right he ou^h't npt to have been har- 
assed witt^ tjiis sumraoiiB; if ho fail, he 
ought not to have rcsiiated it. The costs 
of this application by tho defendant will 
thorofore abide th« result of the action.

The Central News of London hus made 
a cmivaBs ai:d foreciiat of ihu general 
elootioni nosv inipeiiditii! in Great Uritnin, 
and the r>«ult is most surprising- The 
oaavaas vta begun wreeka ago by sending 
to oorreapondoiita throughout Great 
liritain and Ireland a aeries of qiioatiotia, 
to which tliey wore instructed to obtain 
brief and positive aiiaivera. Ilundreda of 
corrospondeiits were thus employed, and 
every coiibtituteiicy in tho British ialimda 
has been visited at least nnce by practised 
>jitid,j,imi)artial judges. The collatipn of 
' ''tlia mnB^'of I'eplios shows that the liberals 
are sure of a plurality in the next parlia- 
ineiit, but that they aro nut yet certain of 
a majority, that is, of a larf^e enouuh vote 
to ovorconie coiiaervativos and Parnolliles 
together when combined in opposition. 
The internal divisions of the liberal party

A Mysterious Death Explained,

''Taxpayer" Anstveretl.

To Tim Eiiitor; — I read an efl'usion in 
your papor this morning by a genius sign- 
ing himself "Taxpayer," wherein the 
chief refrain seems to be the inefScioncy 
of our present police force, because for- 
sooth they have not at present succeeded

ordinary men) to do the amateur dotec- 
tivo buainoao when ho hua by his previous 
duties carried the right of roat ana sleep. 
Tho ouvort inuendoes abont brothels and 
saloons, which by-the-bye he claaaes in 
the same catogt-ry, are as puerile aa they 
are despicable on the part of Taxpayer. I 
should like to know how much of a tax- 
payer ho really is, that he has taken upon 
himself to censure where no fault exi'.,t3, 
and teach our city fathers their duty, pos- 
sibly on tho compulsory tajv of S8 por an- 
num. As for hia puling whine about the 
recant death in the jail, the jailors have a 
certain routine of duty, any deviation 
therefrom (even to auit the strained phil- 
anthropy of Taxpayer, )would righ'ly earn 
them their dismissal.

NEW ZEALAND. 

measures for Coast Ucleucc— 
Troublci^ of It. Circus. 

Advices from New Zealand are to Oc- 
tober 12th: 

The Bohemo of defence for New Zealand 
porta, as already decided upon, is to bo 
pushed apeedily forward, and tho work 
will ba continued until satisfactory. The 
government is advised that all our chief 
harbors will then be thoroughly protected 
against danger from the visits of any such 
hostile vessels as are at all likely to make 
an attempt on our ports. It such vessels 
once got inside they could easily be knock- 
ed to pieces, or sunk, or blown up through 
the combined efforts of the big guns, tor- 
pedoes and submarine mines. This is the 
case with all the four principal harbors — 
Wellington, Auckland, Lyttolton and 
Dunediii. 

Tho prorogation of tho assembly took 
place on Tuesday, September 22d. The 
general verdict ia that parliament haa 
done well in checking the spirit of ex- 
travagance and curtailing expenditure. 
But It is a surprising fact, as, connected 
with the session, that while rainistora 
were foiled in almost all their propoaals, 
even on all those matters on which they 
had avowedly taken office, they wore still 
allowed to hold oltice. 

On September 1-lth the premier pro- 
posed several resolutions with regard to 
New Guinea, urging that it should be con- 
stituted a crown colony; that a ship of 
war should be placed at tho disposal of 
the governor, and stating that New Zoa- 
l.i.nd was willing to contribute its share of 
£15,000 with tho other colonies, in pro- 
portion to population. After some dia- 
cuasion, however, the whole matter was 
poatponed. 

A terrible tragedy occurred at Rotorua 
a few dayii ago. 'The wife of a store- 
keeper left her house late one night and 
did not return. Next day diligent search 
was made for a long time in vain, but at 
length some of tho natives noticed hat 
floating on the surface of a hot spring, 
and at length the body waa brought up in 
a horrible condition, being partly boiled 
away. It is not knowu whether the wo- 
man threw herself into the spring or 
whether she had fallen in while wander- 
ing about in a distracted state of mind. 

'The owners of a oirous from Amorioa 
which recently arrived at Auckland are 
in great trouble bocauae their performing 
ponies and other animals are held in 
quarantine at Auckland, and will not be 
allowed to land, 



EuffliBh Politics. 

London, Oct. 30.— Lord John Man- 
ners, postmaster-general, waa to have de- 
livered an address at Leicester to night. 
When ho attempted to speak he waa re- 
fused a hearing, and in tho confusion 
which ensued several heads were broken 
and many chain smashed. Tho Marquis 
of Hartington, speaking at Acorington to- 
night, said ho was confident the result of 
the elections would ba favorable to tho 
liberal party, hut in any event he would 
oppose vigorously the proposed diseatab- 
lishmont of the ihurch. Lord Randolph 
Churchill, in a speech at Birmingham, 
warned the conaervatives that tho librrals 
intend to wreck the church. Ho twitted 
the liberal leaders on their apathy dit- 
played in regard to Indian afi'airS; and on 
tho opposition to imperial federation. Sir 
Michael Bioks-Beaoh, chancellor of tho 
exchequer, haa isaiTed a manifesto to his 
constituents. It mainly follows tho linea of 
Lord Randolph Ohurchill's manifesto. The 
chancellor upholds the established church, 
but makes no reference to the free educa- 
tion question. Tha manifesto haa no 
special featuroa, Tho Marquis of Hart- 
ington has issued an electoral address, in 
which he aaya it ia imperative that tho 
union of Great Britain and Ireland must 
bo maintained at any price. He says, 
however, that he ia prepared to support 
measures looking to tho extension of local 
aelf-government, and will still vote with 
the liberal party.

Tho planters of the Hawaiian Islanda 
are now holding a ooanoil in Honolulu to 
take into consideration matters of general 
interest. 

■Wong Tai Poon, special detective at- 
tached to the head office in the govern- 
ment house, haii been captured in the nse 
of tho illicit drug, the whereabout he has 
afton shown hia ability to find. Opium 
smoking is tho charge preferred, tho cap- 
ture having been made by Captain Tell 
and eitraman Crabbe. 

The Ghinc^so are becoming prominent as 
fruits aallera on the arrival and departure 
of the Pacific AJail steamers, their aatnber 
gradually increasing to the detriment of 
the business iiitoresta of the gentle Haw- 
aiians, who onco had a monopoly. 

The Lahaina plantation and mill has 
been bought by Messrs. Campbell and 
Isonberg, for, it is said, tho sum of §500,- 
000, which goes to the mortgagees. Mr. 
Turton fetains his house and receives 
$17,000. Mr. Oampbell was formerly ilr. 
Turton's partner, and sold out to him on 
a valuation of 31,000,000 for the whole 
plantation. 

Mr. Thomas N. Burch, for some years 
ropresontativo for Wailuku, arid at one 
time road suparvisor for that district, died 
on Friday at the branch hospital, Kaka- 
ako. The deceased had been a leper for 
some years.
